How the Settler Has Been JKolibed 


bjr the Bailroau monopolies. 


The Chicago Tribune of last Saturday 


morning devotes two pages to a full 
statement as to the methods by which 
the rest public domain of the United 
States is being lost, stolen aud surren- 
dered. The Tribune charges that the 
land set apart for homes for families 
has been made into empires for corpor- 
ations. In the story recited every ele- 
ment of humaa fault and fraud will be 
seen to have been at work of spoliation 
of the laud of tho people. Congress 
has been extravagant and has failed to 
act when part of the results of its ex- 
travagance might have been saved. 
Tho Land Office has been inadequately 
equipped by Congress and has, on its 
own account, been careless, dishonest 
aud traitorous to the interest of the peo- 
ple. It has been wax iu the hands of 
the great railroad corporations, 
but 


double-edged steel in the side of the 
poor settlers. It has overturned decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court and nullified 
the action of Congress to betray its 
trust and enrich the railroads, but baa 
refused even to es«rcise its discretion 
when the home of the settler, held by a 
righteous title, was to be confiscated at 
the demand of corporation greed. Tab- 
ular statements are published support- 
ing 9 very charge made. The article 
was prepared by Henry D. Lloyd, edi- 
torial writer of the Tribune. 


MILLIONS OF ACHES GIVEN AWAY. 


The following are among the details 


of fraud given in this exhaustive arti- 
cle : No document so important has been 
issued at Washington since the Credit 
Mobilier report as the statements made 
to the Supreme Court by the Senate 
Committee on Public Lands in the re- 
port submitted by Senator Van Wyok, 
recommending the bill to compel rail- 
roads to pay taxea on their lands. Its 
decision as to the titles of railroads and 
settlers to lauds, like those of a weath- 
ercock, have pointed the way thu cor- 
poration blew its breath. Of the public 
domain 518,000,000 acres have been dis- 
posed of by railroad grants, cash sales 
of land grants, land bounties for school 
aud colleges, timber culture, etc. Be- 
sides this, various amounts have been 
disposed of under special acts of the 
Public Land Commission. The esti- 
mated area of public lands remaining 
tbe property of the Government June 
30, 1880, is 1,273,946,438 acres. From 
this urea unexplored Alaska is to be de- 
ducted. In considering the land-grant 
question there must also be taken out 
157,000,000 acres for Indian and mili- 
tary reservations, 80,000,000 for private 
land claims and 17,150,250 acres uuaur- 
veyed iu Indian Territory. 
Tnis leaves 


in round numbers, only 650,000,000 
acres to be disposed of by the Govern- 
ment. 
Of this the Commission esti- 


mated that the railroad corporations 
will take 110,000,000 more and a recent 
calculation pata the amounts at 125,- 
000,000 acres. As the Commission esti- 
mates the quantity of laud as useless 
for agriculture and devoid of timber, 
mineral or water at over 310,000,000 
acres, it will be seeu that the public.do- 
niaia has bean whittled down to a small 
'raotioii of what it was. Taking out 
and-grant reservations, bad land, etc., 
the Commission, stated there remained 
of land with timber, coal and minerals 
md that was arable and irrigable 229,- 
130,000 acras. 
Of this 26,000,000 acres 


ire in the South, but the amount of 
ruble public lands iu the Western 


States aud Territories was only 178,- 
.100,000 acres aud that amount has 
siuce been greatly lessened by settle- 
ment.

effectually, though not ostensibly, with- 
drawn from public use. It is intoler- 
able that the public lands should be 
thus looked up for the accommodation 
of corporations, almost all of which are 
in default to the Government. 


Third—Millions of .acres have been 


stolen outright. They^oan be recovered. 
When Attorney-General Brewster has 
convicted the star-route thieves he can 
take hold of the land-grant thieves. 
Senator Van Wyok should remind him 
of this. 


Fourth—The railroads should 
be 


made to pay taxes on their lands. By 
the juggle of not taking out formalities, 
they obtain by the help of the Supreme 
Court all the advantages of actual 
ownership of 100,000,000 acres without 
paying a cent of taxes. The English 
aristocracy, bad as they are, pay taxes 
though on the valuations of 1692; but 
our landed aristocracy pay none at all. 
Ths constituents of the various mem- 
bers of Congress have until next De- 
cember to give their directions on this 
point to the servants of the people. If 
the people have lost their lands .they 
have, fortunately, not lost the power of 
taxing them.
